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And as the Scope of Fob is plainly to ſhow: theAgen: 
cy of Gop in deftroying the Life of Man, and thereby 
his Hope ; He further illuſtrates his Intention in the 
following Words. Thou prevaileſt for ever againſt bim, 
and he paſſeth : Trov changeſt bis Countenance, and ſends 
eſt him away. i. e. Thou by thy conſtant Influence on 
natural Cauſes, art continually prevailing in every 
Age againſt every Child of Man, art continually 
* wearing away his Conſtitution, changing hisCounte- 
* nance in every Stage of Life, and eſpecially inSick- 
neſs and in the Time of Dying; when Thou ſendeſt 
him away from the Living, and thereby deſtroyeſt 
the Hopes of Men, both of thoſe wwho die and of thoſ 
who ſurvive them.” | 


But for our fuller underſtanding the Text, I ſhall 
briefly conſider theſe three Things. 


I. How Gon deſtroys the Lives of Men. 
"I. What i is the Hope he thereby deſtroys. 
I. some of his wiſe Ends in theſe Diſpenſations. 


I. How Gop deftroys the Lives of Men. : 
Now, he may deſtroy the Lives of many by his 
immediate Agency; as by his immediate Agency he firſt 
inſpired them. But he uſually no doubt deſtroys them 
by Means of ſecond Cauſes, both continually ſupported 
and over-ruled by him, & acting by and under his ſove- 
reign Influence, He may deſtroy theLives of many by 
employing Angels as he employed anAngel in deſtroy 
ing One Hundred arid eighty five 7 — Night 
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-utmoſt Knowledge, Wiſdom, Skill and Care, "and the 
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Night in the Mirian Army, 2 King. xix. And he de. 
ſtroys the Lives of Multitudes by Means of Men them- 
ſelves ; as in voluntary Fights and Murders, as well as 
by many undeſigned and incidental Actions. He de- 
ſtroys the Lives of many by Beaſts, Fiſhes, Iuſecte, Ani- 
malcula; as well as by Winds,Waters, Lig htenings, Earth. 
quakes, Vapours, Cold, Heat, Poiſons, and innumetable 
Kinds of inftrumental Cauſes, we commonly call acci- 
dental, becauſe unſoreſeen and unexpected by us. 
But as the general Means of his deſtroying the Lives 
of Men, are of theſe two Sorts ; (1.) His primary form- 
ing our Conſtitutions frail and mortal, and (2.) His act- 
ing on them by various elementary SubFances round A. 
bout us, and entering in us; I ſhall chiefly conſider his 
uſual Agency in theſe two Sorts of Means: which are, 
under him of ſuch fatal and univerſal Influence, that if 
never a Man were killed by an Angel, or humane or 
other Animal, or'any other Kind of violent or acciden- 
tal Means ; yet by our meer preſent Conſtitution, and 
the Influence of the material Subſtances we live and 
breathe in, the Death of the whole humane Race muſt 
unavoidably come on from Age toAge, in ſpite of theit

Tower of every Kind of known Remedy. 

What the original Conſtitution of our frſt Parents 
was, and what the State of the Air and other Elements 
before they ſinned, 1 am utterly | uncertain. Yet this we 
in general ſeem to be ſure of, that there were noPtinci- 
ples of unavoidable or quick DeftruCtion either in theit 


| Cobiltications, or in the Elemeats without them. Or if

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they might in a long Courſe of Years be mortal, or ca 


pable of dying by any violent Means; yet they were 


ſome how or other ſecure from dying, during their pri- 


mary State of Probation, as the Repreſentative & Head 
of their Offspring. Probably, beſides their perfect Conſti- 
tutions & the perfectSuitableneſs of all the Elements with- 
out them for their Health & Life, Gop or his beneficent 


Angels under his Direction, always with them, might 


conſtantly ſecure them from every mortal and hurtful 
Influence and Accident, both without them and within 
them, and continually repair their waſting Subſtance. 


But ſince they ſinned, ſuch a divine and angelicil Is: 
uence are juſtly withdrawn: and the Conſtitutions both 
vf themſelves and their Offspring are made frail and 

mortal. And thò the Firmneſs of their Conſtitutions 
and the remaining Suitableneſs of the Elements to 


them, might be the Means of lengthning out their Lives 


until the general Deluge in the Lear of the World 16 575 


yet then by the breaking up the Fountains of the great 
Deep, opening the Flood-gates of Heaven, whether by 
Means of a Comet or otherwiſe, changing the Courſe of 
the Earth, and rendering the Seaſons extreamly une- 
qual; — the Elements we live and breath in became ſo 
variable, diſordered, poyſonous and pernicious, as ex- 
ceedingly to weaken our Conſtitutions and ſhorten our 
Lives: Lea ſubject us to numberleſs Kinds of Pains 
and fatal Maladies, at different Times and in different 
A ges of Life; which no humaneKnowled ge can foreſee 


or provide againſt,no humaneSkill remove; and which 


renders the Life of every Man uncertaia every Hour, 
yea every Minute. 1 


Ty 
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1 ſhould lead you into too large a Field for our pres 
cent View, if I were to ſhow a hundredth Part, either of 
the exceeding Frailty and Mortality of our Conſtitutiont, 
or the fatal Operations of the various Elements on chem. 

I ſhall only obſexve, | 

1. With Reſpect to our Conflitutions— That theVeſ- 
ſels and Membranes of the Brain and ather Parts of the 
Body, needful to preſerve our Lives, are ſo exceeding 
numerous, and ſo exquiſitively fine and tender; that a 
a very ſmall Degree of Force either without or within 
us, may either brake them, or ſtrain them ſo as to de- 
ſtroy their Elaſticity; either of — Eventi may "Pp 
inevitably. fatal. 

When our F ood in theStomach is — it is turn- 
ed into the ſmaller Bowels for a further Diſſolution, and 
there made fit for Nouriſhment : But ſo exceeding fine 
and thin are the ſender Pipes conveying this Nouriſh» 
ment from them towards aBloodVeſſel which goes down 
to the Heart, that when they are empty, they become 
inviſible to the nated Rye; and their Mout hs by which all 
our Nouriſhment enters, are ſo extreamly minute, that 
Keil informs us, they are not to be ſeen by the beſt Mi- 


croſcopes: Yea they riſe up into one ſinall Pipe, which 


aſcends nearly Perpendicular to raiſe the Nouriſhmeng 
into the Blood ; and Dionis ſays, conſiſts only of a ſin- 
gle & very ſlender Membrane; is in deadBodies empty 
and fo very ſmall and tender, hat the Searcher need be 
very cautious, or *twill readily break to Pieces ; yeg 
Boorhave ſays,when intirely empty,it diſappears, What 


a n Wonder then, that very Moment theſe ex · 
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ceeding fine and tender Veſſels are not either ſtopt by 
ſome thick or clammy Subſtance; or broken by conti- 
nual Impreſſions round chem, or by Fermentations, Acids, 
Salts, or other pointed or corroſive Particles in them; 
or dried up by continual Heat, or ſpirituous or hot Li- 
quors; or by Accretions and Obſtructions mortified, 
diſſolved and conſumed ! Upon either of whichEvents, 
theLife wou'd quickly follow : And I cannot doubt but 
that by ſome of theſe Means, the Lives of Multitudes 
are made to fail ; when none ſuſpect it,and none could 
help it. | 


Yea every ſudden Fright, or Start of other Paſſion, or 
Turn of our Bodies; yea while we are perfectly quiet ei- 
ther aſleep or awake, the very Action of the Heart it ſelf, 
of abſolute Neceſſity to Life, may in ſome particulał 
Caſes, by a ſingle Pulſe, either brake, or ſwell, or ſtrain? 
or ſtop ſome tender, vital Veſſel, and in a Minute kill 
us. Lea, there is a mortalFrailty in every Nerve & Fibre, 
in every Vein & Artery, in every Gland which ſecretes 
the Fluids, in every Veſſel and in every Membrane, which 
ſooner or later will put an End to our Lives. And, 


2. As to the fatal Operations of the various Elements 
on n us They by piercing the Pores or ſhutting them, 
or entering the Lungs, or paſſing into the Bowels, Blood 
or Brains, may either more or leſs ſwiftly or flowly, 
produce Obſtructions and Impoſtumes, Conſumptions, 
Putrefactions, Fe evers, Appoplexies, or other effectual 
Cauſes of our Diſſolution : Yea by only ſhutting the 
Pores on a ſudden, they may ſuddenly deſtroy us. |

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But I muſt reſtrain my ſelf in theſe Articles as the 
Conſtitutional and elementaryCauſes of Mortality & Death 


in the Courſe of Nature, are innumerable, and beyond 


Imagination. 


But then in all thoſe material Cauſes, Operations and 
Effects, a little Acquaintance with Nature and Penetra- 
tion of Thought, will ſoon diſcover the Acting of God, 
and the ruth of theScripture in aſcribing them toHim, 
They are only inſtrumentalCauſes in his ſovereign Hands, 
who continually moves them to fulfil his wiſe Intenti- 
ons. For, 

(I.) As to our bodily Conſtitutions; — The more we 
ſearch into their inward Form, the more we ſee the a- 
ſtoniſhing Marks of an omnipreſent and intelligent Be- 
ing: That even Galen an Heathen Anatomiſt of Per- 
gamus, above ſixteen Hundred Years ago, could ſee the 
wonderous Traces of the divine Contrivance andAgen- 
cy therein with Rapture, and could not help aſcribing 
them to Gop. And how much further the Diſcoveries 
of theſe have grown ſince the finding out of Microſcopes 
and vaſt Increaſe of Knowledge of the Works of Gop, 
withia theſe two Hundred Years, I muſt refer to the

nearer, or on one Side or other ; juſt as ſhe varies, ſo 
every Atom in the Air, Water and Earth, will alter its 
Power and Tendency, and act accordin Bly in the moſt 
regular Manner. 

'ThePower that moves them therefore i is an intelligent 
Power, a Power every where always preſent and perfect- 
Ty knowing ; z always awake, attentive and never weary 3 
and even an intelligent Power that is one and the ſame, 
and at the ſame Time ſees them all, has them always in' 
his mighty Hand, and continually moves them all in 
ſuch a correſ ponding, various and regularManner : And 
this can be no other than the omnipreſent, allſceing, 
allknowing, allwiſe, almighty Gp. 

In ſhort, the whole Compaſs of Nature is his own 


Creation, his abſolute Propriety > and ever under =

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wiſe and actual Power and Government. And all thoſe 
Attractions, Motions and Repulſions, Elaſticities, Acti- 
ons and Reactions, Diviſions and Cohæſions, Accre- 
tioas and Obſtructions, Relaxations, Fermentations, 
Putrefactions, and whatever other Powers and Opera- 


tions which ſeem to a ſuperficial View, ſubſiſting in 


material Subſtances, and are the various Cauſes of our 
Mortality and Death; — they are only the Actings of 
the Power of Gop in theſe materialSubſtances, accord- 
ing to the Methods of his own Appointment. Even 
that ancient AthenianPlato, who lived about three Hun- 


dred and fifty Vears before Cuxisr was born, had ſo 


deep an Inſight into the Works of Gov in Nature,that 
he clearly ſaw and taught, that what we call the Opera- 
tions of NaTuRE, are really the Operations of Gop him- 


elf: Which the late moſt ſagacious Sir Jaac Newton 
has ſo ſurprizingly and clearly ſhown, that we muſt be 


exceeding ſtupid not to ſee they are the Operations of a 
divine Intelligence : And by theſe he n de- 
troys the Lives of men. 


- Yea by ſuch Means as theſe, he equally s the 
Lives of all Sorts of the Race of Men; younger and 


elder, weak and ſtrong, poor and rich, ignorant and 


knowing, low and high; common People, N obles, ; 


Princes, Kings and Emperors. But our, 


II.

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with his preſent State : But as Gov has given him

This is exceeding natural to the Race of Men, and 


their common Practice in every Nation,Country, Age 
and Family, yea in every Perſon capable of looking 
forward. The very Hope of future Good is fo dr 
to us, that it always gives us a Degree of Delight: 
yields a great Part of the Pleaſure of the preſent Sue 
and in Proportion to the Greatneſs of the Good we hope 
for; ſo the livelier and more pleaſing i is our ExpeCta- 
tion, and when Gon deſtroys it, the more afflicting is 


the Ruin. But as the Ruin of our Hope by Death, is 


in itſelf irreparable, it is che greateſt and the ſaddeſt 
Diſappointment. 


And the Hope of Man which Gan by cauſing Death 
deſtroys, may comprehend, both the Hope of the Man 
himſelf who dies, and the Hope of bis Survivors alſo,

That we may ſee the glorious Holineſs, Juſtice, Nuib, 
Sovereignty and Power of Gov, the awful Danger of 
hisDi/pleaſure, & may be excited to fear him and avoid 
offending him: that we may ſee the exceeding Value 
of his Favour, the Neceſlity of repenting and returning 
to him, the Need of a Mediator, and the Suitableneſs: 
of CarisT his Son in our ſinleſs Nature to interpoſe 
and fave us both from temporal and eternalRuin : and 
that we may be happily drawn to embrace him hear- 
tily, and in him return to Gop in the higheſt Gratitude 
and Love, in intire Subjection and Obedience; and 
thereby may come to be fully forgiven and reconciled. 


| That we may ſee the utter Uncertaintyof humane Life; 
and may allow of no Delay in thoſe Affairs of eternal 
Moment; but make the greateſt Haſte and uſe the ut. 
moſt Diligence therein, that ſo we may be always ready 
for every Providence and for Death and Eternity. 


That we may ſee the Emptineſs and Inſufficiency of the 
moſt deſirable, earthly Enjoyments, that there is no de- 
pending upon them with any Security; that we may 
ceaſe from placing purHappineſs i in them, & from truſt.

That he may abaſe our Pride and exceſſive Ambition 
of earthlyGlories ; humble us down to his Feet; bring us 
to ſubmit to his Pleaſure in the moſt afflictive Bereav- 
ments ; and reſign our ſelves with our deareſt Enjoy- 
ments to his tender and almighty Care, and to his ſus 
pream Diſpoſal, and truſt them with him. 
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| That he may moderate our Love to all Things here 
below, and bring us chiefly to view, prize, ſeek and ſe- 
cure the heavenly and eternal Kingdom ; the moſt exalt- J 
ed Objects, Revelations, Viſions, Joys andGlories there, F 
which never fail or fade; and excite our earneſt and | 
continual Aſpirations after them, and Labours to be ri- 


pening for them. 


Laſtly, thatSurvivors may be moved to imitate every 
Excellency in thoſe whoſe Lives are taken away : may 
be quickned to fill up their Place of Service as much as 
poſſible : and excited to improve their remaining and 
uncertain Time and Powers,in bringing as muchGlory 
to Gop and doing as much Good to Men as may be; 
increaſing in divine Knowledge, growing & perſevering 
in F aith, Hope, Love, Submiſſion, Patience withReſpect 
to Gop, Beneficence to Men, and every other Grace and 
Duty, to theDeath; that ſo whenGov deſtroys the Life of 
the Body with all their earthly Expectations, he may ad- 
vance the Life of Grace to its Perfection, introduce their 
Faith into immediate Viſian, put their Hope intd full 
Enjoyment, and give them the unchangable Poſſeſſion 
of a czleſtial Crown and Kingdom that abide for ever. 


Thus have we conſidered briefly our three Genera] 
Heads, and ſhown the ſovereign Agency and wiſe De- 
ſigns of Gop in deſtroying the Lives and Hopes of Men. 


We now come on to fome 
ol IMPROVEMENT. 
And here I ſhall chiefly apply myſelf to conſider his 
weful Hand upon the Royal Family and the whole Bri-

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tiſh Empire, in deſtroying the ineſtimable Life of the 
late PRINCE of WaLts, the eldeſt Son of our moſt

And that we may more clearly ſee the Greatneſs of 
our Loſs, and Diſappointment ;— I wou'd firſt lead you 
back to ſome Review af our great Felicity in him while 
he lived, and of our delighful Zope concerning him. 


He was the firſt Prince of Warts who died ſince 
Prince Hxx Rx the eldeſt Son of King JAuxs I. in 1612, 
in the 19% Year of his Age, above 138 Years ago. 


That Prince alſo was the Love and Hope of the re- 
formed Part of the Britiſb Nations in his Day: and as 
his untimely Dying was their general Sorrow; it was 
followed by Tranſactions fatal to Multitudes, & vexati- 
ous to innumerable more, both in that and the next 
Generation. For his Death made Way for his younger, 
arbitrary Brother to aſcend the Throtie by the Name of 
"CHARLES I, in 1625: After which, under bim and his 
twoSons CRARLES II & James II, were ſcarce any other 
than continual Scenes of Tyranny and Cruelty, illegal 
Exactions, Quarellings with Parliaments, civil Wars 


and Blood, Confuſions, Perſecutions, Popiſh Plots and 
cutting off the Lives of the braveſt Patriots of Brit i 
Liberty, deſtroying of Charters, and promoting Popery 
and Slavery, for a Courſe of Sixty-three Years, till 1688: 


when the Nation cou'd no longer bare chat Papiſb 
Branch 


* ' 
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Branch of the Royal Family: But raiſing firſt the 
Prince and Princeſs of OR ance, and after them the 
Princeſs ANN to the Throne; and they dying without 
Iſſue, then the Proteſtant Branch of the Royal Family 
in the illuftrious Houſe of Hayover, in 1714 : under 
whoſe wiſe, mild and benign Government in the Per- 
' ſons of King Gzokct the I, and II, we have enjoy'd 
ſuch Happineſs as the Nation ſcarce ever knew before * 
and in the perpetual Succeſſion in their Royal Line, 
under God, appears in all humane Proſpect to depend, 

both our Liberties, Religion, Territories, Safety; yea 
the Liberties of Europe and North- America, and the 
Proteſtant Religion in all the Earth. 


But one of the happieſt Proſpects of this Continu- 
ance has been the rare and wonderous Fruitfulneſs,Vita- 
lity and Healthineſs of this bRfſed Family. His prx- 
sENT MajesTY having #wo Sons and five Daughters 
all grown up and alive together till this great Bereave- 
ment: And This his eldeſt Son being born in January 
1706-7; he in April 1736, to the great Pleaſure of the 
Nation, married to the Proteſtant and moſt amiable 
Princeſs AucusTA, a Daughter of the eldeſt Branch 
of the Serene Houſe of Saxowr, the firſt Protector and 
Incourager of Luther, and the Reformation in Europe, 
beginning in 1517 : And her noble AnczsTor for his 
brave Adherance to the Reformation and the Liberties 
of Germany, unhappily loſt his Electorate, which was 
by the Emperor CHARLES V, cruelly given to a Couſin 
of a younger Branch of the Family, whom the E.zcTor
